Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sprenger et al (6484969) in view of Close (5058846). 

Sprenger et al in figure 4 shows a lowerable luggage compartment on an aircraft that 

has an assistance device 4 that is attached to the back of the compartment. Close 

shows an assistance device 78 and 76 that is attached to the supporting structure 

behind the storage compartment the spring motor 78 is the sole assistance for the 

flexible cable 76 that is attached to the rear of the compartment. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to substitute the means 78 and 76 of Close for 4 of Sprenger et al 
since it is a simpler system that is lighter and cheaper to make. 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The last two lines of claim 1 are redundant with lines 5-6 thereof. 
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1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
